LA A tute,and feare of due execution thereof continued, to the marueilous great 
commoditie of this Realme, and helpe of the needie,and redzefle ofyll occupied perſons, as by the experience 
thereol hath bene maniteſflypzoued. And whereas neuerthelelle by litle and litle, che diſobedience and wan⸗ 
ton diſozder of euill diſpoſed and light perſons, moꝛe regarding pꝛiuate fancie and vanitie, then publique com- 
moditie oz reſpect of drietie,hath encreaſed by want ol execution ofthe ſaide law, whereby thoſe good and ho⸗ 
neſt ſubiects that haue by meanes of the ſayd ſlatute, ſet to wozke a great number of pooꝛe people, are like to 
be dꝛiuen to giue ouer their ſaid trade ol making cappes, and to ſend abzode againe into idleneſſe and miſerie, 
thoſe multitudes that haue bene by them releeued, whereby is likely to growe great enozmitie and inconue- 
nience, if ſpeedie remedie therefoze be not in time pꝛoulded. The Queenes molt excellent maieſtie therefoze 
tenderly conſidering the pzemilles, ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth all Juſtices of Alſiſes, Juſtices of 
peace, Waiozs,Shtrifes,Bayliffes,and othcrheadofficers of Cities,Bozoughs,and Townes coꝛpoꝛate, and 
the Lozds,Stewards,Bayliffes,and other officers of Leetes, Lawdayes,andliberties, and all and ſingular 
Conſtables,Thyzdbozoughes,Tithingmen, Churchwardens,and all other her highneſle ſubiects, to whom 
the executing oꝛ putting in vze ol theſame ſlatute any way may appertaine,that euery oneofthem accozding 
tohis office, place, and calling, doe their vttermoſt endeucur ſoꝛ the due execution ofthe ſayde ſtatute: and 
that they the ſayd Bayliffes, Conſtables, Thyꝛdboꝛoughs, Tithingmen, Church wardens, and all other in ⸗ 
ferioz officers,and euery ofthem,doe euery Sunday, and feſtiuall day, make diligent vie we and ſearch in all 
Churches, Chappels, and all other places within the circuites and compaſſes ol their offices and authorities, 
fo: all and ſingular bꝛeakers and offendozs ofthe ſaide ſtatute, and without delay cauſe the names of all ſuch 
offendours,and ofthe parents, gardians, gouernours, and maſters ot euery childe, ſeruant, and warde, ſoof- 
lending, together with the day and place ofthe offence committed, to be then wꝛitten, and to be lawfully and 
 onerlypreſented,atſuch Alliſes, Seſſions, oꝛ Courts next aſter ſuch offences) as haue authoꝛitie to enquire 
oz determine the ſayd ollences: And that all Maioꝛs, Sherites, and Baylifes of Cities, Bozoughs à Townes 
coꝛpoꝛate, and all loꝛdes of Leeteg, Lawdayes, and Liberties, doe immediatly vpon the pꝛoclamation here⸗ 
ol, call betoꝛe them all the ſayde Conſtables, Thyꝛdboꝛoughes, Cithingmen, Churchwardens, inferiour 
Bailiffes,and all other the aboueſayd interiour officers,that ſhalbe vnder their charge ol gouernement, and 
them a euery of them foozthwith in our names do ſtraightly charge a command that they. and eueryofthem, 
tothe vttermoſt of their powers, do euery Sunday and teſtiual day, mate ſuch diligent vie w and ſearch, and 
ſiuch note allo ot the names of all ſuch ollendoꝛs, a ſuch pzeſentment ol all ſuch offences as is aboueſaid : And 
that all Juffices of Aſſiſes,and Juſtices of peace in their circuites and Seſſions, and all Stewards in their 
Leetes, vpon paineofher Maieſties high diſpleaſure,omit not in any wiſe from time to time. ſpecially to giue 
in charge, and cauſe to be enautred ot all ollences againtt the ſaid ſtatute committed, oꝛ to be committed with · 
in their ſeuerall pꝛecincts oꝛ turiſdictions, and aſſo doe duely heare and determine the ſame, puniſhingeue- 
ry olthe ſayde ollendours accoꝛding to the ſayde ſtatute: And that all the ſayde Loꝛdes and ownertz ol Leetes 
and Lawdaxes, do as much as in eueryot them ſhal le, to cauſe their Stewards thzoughly to execute their 
office and authoꝛitie, accoꝛding to the ſame ſtatute, and that vpon eueryſuch offence found, boch the ſayd ow⸗ 
ners ot Leets, and alio the rulers i chiefe gouernoursofenery Citie, Boꝛougb, Cowne, oꝛ Hamlet, where a- 
mluch otence hall be tryed and found, wall doe their vttermoſt indeuour by the lawe to recouer, haue and 
5 . obteyne ofeuery ſuch ollendour, all the penalties to them oꝛ any of them, by the ſayde ſtatute fozfeited, oz to
